the negro problem are entitled to our ut- 


most consideration and sympathetic fel 
lowship. I am thoroughly convinced that 
the efforts of Booker Washington | and 
the methods of Tuskegee institute point 
the way to a safe and beneficent solution 
of the vexatious negro problem at the 


south; and J know that the good people at 


the north who haye aided these efforts 


and methods have illustrated the highest 


and best citizenship and the ‘most: Chris- 
tian and enlightened philanthropy. 


Depends on the South. 


-®& cannot, however, keep -out of my, 


mind tonight the thought that with all we 
of the north ‘may do, the realization of 
our hopes for. the negro myst after all, 
mainly depend—extept so far as it rests 
with the negroes themselves—upon the 
sentiment and conduct of leading and 
responsible white men of the south and 
upon the maintenance of a kindly and 
helpful feeling on their part towards 
those in! their. midst who so much need 
their aid an encouragement. . 

“T need waste no time in detailing the 
evidence that this aid and encouragement 
has thus far been generously. forthcom- 
ing. Schools for the education of negro 


t@hildren and:‘institutions for their indus- 


trtal’ training are scattered all over the 


south and‘ are -liberally assisted by the. 


southern public and private funds. So far 
as I am informed, the sentiment in 
favor of the largest\ extension and broad- 
est ‘influence of Tuskegee Institute and 
Kindred agencies is universal, and I be- 
lieve that without' exception, the negroes 
who fit: themselves for useftil” occupa- 
tions and service ‘find willing and cheer- 


ful patronage and employment among 


their white neighbors. ‘The man who is 


beyond doubt the best authority ‘in the 


world on the prospects of the negro race, 
ana who founded and is now at-the head 
of Tuskegee-institute, and is the most not- 
able representative of ‘negro advance- 
ment, said at the Atlanta exposition in 
1896: 7 » Dh 

- 44nd in this connection it is well to 


bear in mind that whatever other sins 


the south may be called to bear, when it 
comes to business, pure and simple, it 


is. in'the south that the negro is given a 


man’s chance in the commercial world, 
and in nothing is this exposition more 
eloquent than in emphasizing this chance. 


Our greatest danger is that in the great 
leap from slavery to ireedom, we may 


overlook’the fact that the masses of us 


are’ to lve by’ the production of our 
hands and- fail to keep in mind that 
we stall: prosper in proportion as we 


learn ‘to ~dignify and glorify common 
labor and put brains and skill into~the 
common occupations of life—shall prosper 


An proportion as we learn to draw the line: 
‘petween fhe superficial and the sub- 
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stantial—the ornamental gewgaws of life, 
and the useful.’ 
He Has Faith in the South. 

“I do not know how it may be with 
other northern friends of the negro, but 
I-have faith in the honor and sincerity 
of the respectable white people of the 
south in their relations with the megro 
and -his improvemént and well being. 
They.do not believe in the social equality 
of the races and. they. Make no. false 
pretense in regard to it. "That this does 
not grow out of hatred of the negfo is 
very plain. It seems to me thet there 
is abundant sentiment and abundant be- 
havior @mong the southern whites to- 
ward the negroes to make, us doubt the 
justice of charging this ‘denjal of s0- 
Glial equality to prejudice, as we usually 
understand the word... Perhaps it is born 
of. something. so much deeper and more 
imperious than prejudice as te amount 
to a racial instinct. Whatever it is, let 
us remember that it tas conderfed the 
negro’s share in thé humiliation and 
spoliation of the white men of the south 
during the saturnalla of reconstruction 
Gays, and has allowed a kindly feeling 
for the negro to serve the time when 
the south was deluged by a_ perilous 
flood of indiscriminate, unintelligent and 
blind negro suffrage. Whatever it is, let 
us try to be tolerant and considerate of 
the feelings and even the prejudice of 
racial instinct of our white fellow coun- 
trymen of the south, who, in the solu- 


}tior of the negro problem, must, amid 
} their own. surroundings, bear the heat of 


the day and stagger under the wéight of 
the white man’s burden. 

“There are, however, considerations re- 
lated to this feature of the negro qyes- 
tion which may,be regarded as more in 
keeping with the objects and purposes of 
this occasion. 

“As friends of the negro, fully bellev- 
ing in the possibility of his improve- 
ment and advancement, and sincerely and 
confidently laboring to Amat end, it is 
folly for us to ignoré the importance 
of the ungrudging cooperation on the 
part of the white people of the south 
in this work. Labor as we will, those 
who do the lifting of the weight must be 
those who stand next to it. This coop- 
eration cannot be forced; nor can it be 
gained by gratuitously running counter 
to firmly fixed and tenaciously. held 
southern ideas, or even prejudices. We 
are not brought to the point of doing or 
overlooking evil that good may come 
when we proceed upon the theory that 
before reaching the stage where we may 
be directly and practically confronted 
with the question of the negro’s full en- 
joyment of civic advantages or even of 
all his political privileges. There are im- 
mediately before us and around us ques- 
tions demanding our immediate care and 
in dealing effectively with these, we 
can confidently rely upon the encourage- 
ment and.assistance of every thoughtful 
and patriotic citizen of the land—wher- 
ever he may livé, and whatever may be 
his ideas or predilections concerning the 
more remote phases of the negro prob- 
1e€m. , : 
The Pressing Question. 

“These questions that are so immediate- 
ly pressing have to do with the practical 
education of the negro, and especially with 
fitting him to compete with his white 
neighbors in gaining a decent, respécta- 
ble and remunerative livelihood. Booker 
Washington, in speaking of the condi- 
tions and needs of his race, has wisely 
said: 

“It is at the bottom of life we must 
begin, and not at the top. Nor should we 
permit’ our grievances to overshadow 
our. opportunities.’ 

“In summing up the whole matter, there 
is one thing of which we can be absolute- 
ly and unreservedly certain. When we ald 
Tuskegee’ institute and agencies like it, 
striving for the mental and manual educa- 
tion of the negro at the south, we are 
in every point of view rendering him the 
best possible service. Whatever may be 
bis ultimate destiny, we are thus helping 
to fit him for filling his place and bear- 
ing its responsibilities. We are. sowing 
well in the soil at ‘the bottom of life’ the 
seeds of the black man’s developmefit and 
usefulness. These seeds will not @e, but 
will sprout and grow; and if it be within 
the wise~ purpose of God, the hardened 
surface of no outward sentiment or preju- 
diee can prevent the burgting forth of the 
blade and plant of the negro’s appointed

He added that no plan of action 
had yet been determined upon and might 
not be for some time: 

Another report .circulated just before 
the closing hour’ of the stock exchange 
was that steps were being taken to com- 
promise the Northern Securities case in 
sOme way. Just how this was to be 
done was not brought out. This report 
apparently .was without. authority. 

Another rumor was to the effect that 
steps were being taken to ‘dissolve the 
Northern’ Securities: Conipany and that 
the’ Great Northérn and Northern Pa- 
cific would be managed in Ome way as 
independent organizations. - Of this ru- 
mor, President James J, Hill said: 

“There {s not a word'of truth in that 
story. There fs no Intention on the part 
of the Northern Securities people to dis- 
solve the company: On the contrary, 
we are. preparing an appeal,”

noon, in connection: with the reports that 
an appeal would not be filed, quotes an 
informant, named a8 a “comservative au- 
thority,” as follows:

On the contrary, 
all the information in the -possession of 
the department’ {fs to the effect that the 
company will appeal to the United States 
supreme court and contest the case to the 
end. 

New York, April 14.—The stock market 
was feverish and unsettled again this 
morning as an after effect of yesterday’s 
severe shaking ,; down. 
port, however, was accorded at the start 
today and the Neavy offerings of stocks 


}were absorbed and prices bid up. de- 


terminedly ‘s often as they fell. This 
had the effect of restoring confidence and 
checking the flood of liquidation. 

A recovery of Northern Securities on 
the curb to above the, opening level 
helped to reassure sentiment on the stock 
exchange and the market became quiet 
and dull, but decidedly firm. The level 
of prices for the majority of active stocks 
ruled bétween 1'‘and 2 points above last 
night. The bear party was inclined to 
cover and caused a hardening tendency 
of the market, but the volume of deal- 
ings was much diminished on the ad- 
Vance and buyers were not disposed to 
follow prices upward with any eagerneSs. 
The demand from the bears became 
urgént early in the day to cover their 
Short contracts, when a rumor was cir- 
culated that the "Northern Securities 
Company would arrange a compromise 
with the government in the suits against 
the validity of the company. The result 
Was @ strong and active close with some 
Teading stocks two’ pdinta or more above 
last night’s level.

Winner of Merger. Suit Joins 
Corporation Firm,

GOLLEGE NEGRO 
HELD FOR THEFT 


Put Training To Good Effect 
in Resisting Offf- 
cers. 


Richmond, Va.,. April 14.—(Special.)— 

Bosten-born, college bred in mind and 
body, F.: H. Carter, colored, brother of 
the head bookkeeper of Tuskegee institute, 
and one of Booker Washington's right 
hand men, was sent to jail this morning 
for 4 months for stéaling a bicycle from 
_& negro guest of the True Reformers 
hotel, in Jackson ward. 
- Carter, before he could be arrested, suc- 
cessfully fought off Detective Gibson and 
“escaped, and later fought both Gibson 
and Chief of Detectives Tomlinson. 

In these two fights Carter displayed 
more than well the advantages of train- 
ing in the gymnasium. Gibson ran into 
him in a pawn shop trying to get rid of 
a stolen wheel. He arrested him, recog- 
nizing him as a negro wanted in New- 
port News for theft. Then the fight be- 
gan. Gibson was unable to get his stick 
from its case, the young  college-bred 
negro kept him too busy. He was up 
against, for the first time in his life, the 
higher education in the negro. 

Gibson and Tomlinson finally traced 
Carter to Kenney’s tobacco factory. The 
superintendent called him from work and 
brought. him into the room with the 
detectives. Gibson had the handcuffs 
on him before le could get on his 
guard. But handcuffs did not seem to 
bother him much. ' 

‘He fought us both,” said Gibson this 
morning in court. “I never saw. such 
fighting. He was like a tiger, and we 
had to beat tim over the head to make 
him desist. Tomlinson tried to get his 
handcuffs on him, but couldn’t.”’

Because he compared the negro as & 
soldier to the Filipino and gave some- 
what unique reasons for liking both in 
that capacity, Brigadier General Frank 
D. Baldwin, formerly stationed at Fort 
McPherson and now commander of the 
department of Colorado, will, it is un- 
derstood, be called to task by the war 
department. 

General Baldwin, who has just arrived 
in Denver from the Philippines, has al- 
lowed himself to be interviewed. Ex- 
cerpts from that interview telegraphed 
to Washington papers have attracted 
the attention of his superior officers, 
and Genera! Baldwin wil be called upon 


to explain. It is not so much that Gen- 
eral Baldwin likes the Filipino im the 
capacity as a soldier, but t he gives 


his reasons for his liking In these words:

Mayor Smith .delivered’the address of 
welcome after the opening. prayer by Dr. 
Hall, Mayor §Smith, after telling his au- 
dience he was pleased to have them in 
Macon and asserting that the keys of 
the city were in their possession, drew a 
picture of his few school days. e de- 
seribed the hard ‘benches provided for 
scholars on those days and drew a faith- 
fu] and accurate pieture of that old time 
blue-back spelling book to which he and, 
@s he said, so many others in his day was 
confined in obtaining a knowledge of the 
words*of the English language. 

Four months, he declared, were all he 
had in.a school room and informed his 
hearers that his instructor during that 
period was still alive and a resident of 
Macon. The mayor then drew a graphic 
picture of the schools and the system’ of 
training of the presént day and closed 
that portion of his address by drawing 
a contrast between what once prevailed 
and what is now in vogue. The oppor- 
tunities of the working boys:in the days 
when-the mayor went to school were, he 
said. much less than they are now. .- Thcn 
there were no night schools and no train- 
ing Wepartments like those of today, 
neither was there anything like the num- 
ber of schools and the opportunities now 
afforded. 

The response was )y George Napier, 
of Monroe, gresident of the educational 
board of thet county, and was well re- 
ceived. He spoke of #he histeric council 
chamber in which the convention is

‘It has been my: pleasure for the past 
seventeen years to hear recitations in the 
school room, and you have no idea how 
pleasant my new work is. It is such a 
delight to teach children. I need your 
counsel and an opportunity to confer with 
you face to face. It is amazing that so 
many little troubles confront your 
commissioner. I want to have plenty of 
discussion at this meeting. Let this be 
a meeting of definite results. Much crit- 
iciem is turned on the schools and the 
committees. In the last few years I have 
discovered some marvelous things to be 
learned in child study. I know a teacher 
in Georgia who is opposed to putting a 
picture on the wall. Some communities 
divide on every question. I want to hear 
reports from the different commission- 
ers. Discussion is what I want, and 
whenever you desire to get instruction 
don’t fail to ask.”’ 

The first report from the eounties came 
through Professor Pound, of Bibb, who 
before he had completed his paper injected 
the child labor question fairly into ths 
convention. Professor Pound asserted 
that Bibb would add four new schoo! 
buildings during the year and that many 
of the old ones would be given a renova- 
tion, Then every school house in the 
county will, according to the report, be 
in complete condition. 

Every school house in the county, with 
a single exception, the report showed, had 
shade trees planted in abundance and 
that the teacners generally’ were mani- 
festing a deep interest in the school prop- 
erty. Aided and directed by the. teachers 
the scholars have been planting flowers 
in abundance about the school houses and 
stherwise beautifying ,the grounds. Some 
teachers have gone so far as to induce 
a spirit of gardening among the pupils 
and vegetables are bejng produced in 
greater or less variety which are soX! and 
the money used in improving the libraries 
or buying schoo] books. The report show- 
ed twenty libraries in jhe county.

Girl He Wronged Tried To Take

Quitman, Ga., April] 14.—(Special.)—To- 
day furnishes a terrible sequel to the 
suicide of young Ivey Dampier ‘ yester- 
day, which was reported in The Consti- 
‘tution this morning. 

Early this morning Miss Georgia Rog- 
ers, who, it is reported was to have mar- 
fled Dampier very soon, placed ‘the muz- 
sie of a shotgun against her breast and 
discharged it with her foot, terribly lac- 
srating her shoulder and arm. Medical at- 
tention was called for and at last ac- 
counts the young lady was alive, though 
it.is doubtful if she can recover. 

Miss Rogers, who is a cousin of the 
dead man, was greatly excited and griey- 
ed when she learned of the suicide, and 
is said to have stated that she, too, 
would kill herself. 

She was watched closely through the 
night, but this morriing at 6 o’clock she 
managed to secure her father’s shotgun 
placing the muzzle to her -right 
fired. 

Regrets That She Lives. 

She said to* have expressed regret 
that the shot was not immediately fatal, 
and to have said that she will yet end 
her life if she recovers from ‘this at- 
tempt. 

Young Dampier left a letter written 
at an early hour yesterday morning, in 
which he stated his intention to take the 
rash step which he did, and expressing 
te deepest contrition for acts which he 
had committed in the past few months. 
He sent his younger brother for car- 
tridges for his pistol, but failed to state 
the purpose for which he wanted them 
and none of his family had the slightest 
idea’ that he contemplated suicide. 

The tragedies have created -the great- 
ést excitement in this county.

New Orleans, April 14.—~Prompt and ef- 
fective work today arrested the threat- 
ened destruction of Waterloo levee, about 
70 miles above the city on the east bank 
of the river. A crawfish hole had de- 
veloped near its base and widened to a 
diameter of 18 to 20 inches, For a time 
there was much apprehension that the 
levee, softened by the length of time the 
water had stood against it, would go, 
but timely alarm was given. President 
Leake, of the levee board; State Engineer 
Lewis, and the planters, with men and 
material, hurried to the scene and after 
a day of hard work a run round was 
completed and the source of the trouble 
mace reasonably secure.

Advocates of government railway own- 
ership will be especially interested in the 
outcome of the strike on transportation 
lines in Holland. This little monarchy, 
less than one-quarter the size of Illinois, 
has some 2,000 miles of railway, of which 
about one-half are owned by the govern- 
ment. The administration is proposing 
to enact laws intended to prevent and 
punish strikes by public servants, pro- 
vision also being made for the estabilsh- 
ment of militia regiments to protect the 
rallways in case of strikes. In protest 
against this contemplated legislation some 
70 per cent of the railway employes 
struck on April 6, supported by various 
labor organizations, thus constituting an 
extended strike of men engaged in trans- | 
portation both «by land and water.

Bill Declares the Erection of the 
, Whitehall Street Viaduct Caused 
the Loss of the Sum Asked 
for in the Bill. 


Suit for $60,000 was filed against the 
eity of Atlanta yesterday afternoon by 
the executors of the late William D. 
Grant. who allege that the building of 
the viaduct damaged property belonging 
to the estate many 
lars. 

The plaintiffs named in the suit are 
Sarah Wrances ‘Grant, emecutrix. and 
John W. Grant. executor, and the suit 
was filed by Slaton and Phillips, attor- 
neys. 

The ‘property in question is the old 
Centennial ‘building which formerly stood 
at the southwest corner of Whitehall 
Street and the railroads. 

The petition aleges that this strtct- 
ure was in good” condition and valu- 
abie property, with a monthly rental 
amounting to $1.2088. The value of the 
building is alleged to have been §$42.- 
600. It is asserted that from March, 1901, 
the rental began to decrease by reason 
of the building of the viaduct then go- 
ing on, and that by July the Centennial 
building had to ba entirely, abandoned 
and brought in no revenue whatever to 
the estate. 

By the use of the ufMost diligence, 
st is alleged. a house suitable to the 
needs of that site could not be erected 
in the place of the Centennial building 
which had to be torn down, until April 
1, 1902, by which time $11,000 in rents had 
heen lost. It is also alleged that during 
all the time in question the city was 
levying and collecting taxes on the prop- 
erty. 

The total damage is fixed at $63,500, on 
which inierest at the rate of 7 per cent 
is asked.

COME UP TODAY 


Council’s Committees Will 
Meet To Consider 
Propositions,

For the purpose of considering the bids 
for the electric lighting of the munic- 
ipalityg which have been pending for 
about three weeks, council's electric 
light committee of which Councilman 
Stephens is chairman, and council's 
finance committee, of which Alderman 
Inman is chairman,. will meet this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock in the council chamber 
at the city hall. 

Three bids will be before the two com- 
mittees. One is that of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric’ Company, which 
has had the contract during .the past. 
This bid binds the Georgia company to 
do the city lighting for $110 per arc per 
annum upon a one-year contract; for 
$82.50 per arc per anrum upon a three- 
year contract, and for $79.50 per are per 
annum upon a five-year contract, 

The other bid is that of J. F. Lester, 
who is backed by the Bullock Electric 
Manufacturing Company. This bid offers 
to do the electric lighting of the munici- 
pality for $70 per are per annum, pro- 
vided the city uses 1,250 lights, and at 
the end of fifteen years turn the electric 
lighting plant with its equipment over 
to the city without further cost. Some 
amendments to this bid will be made 
in order to make it more attractive to 
the city.

CARD FROM JULIUS BROWN. 


Says His Father, Governor Brown, 
Did Not Refugee During the 
Civil War. 

In reference to an aticle in. The Consti- 
tution last week under a Washington, D. 
C., date line, concerning the completion of 
the muster roll of Georgia from the war 
records, Julius L. Brown writes the fol-

Editor Constitution: I was confined to 
my home all'last week .from illnesg, and 
my attention has just been called to Mr. 
Joseph Ohl’s letter on the fourth page of 
The Constitution of last Saturday under 
the head of ‘“‘Muster Roll of Georgia Will 
Be Hard to Proewre.”” In that article is 


an extract from what purports to be @ let- 
ter written by ex-Governor Candler, in 
which occurs these words: 

“There was,’’ writes Governor Candler, 
“a greater destruction of Georgia war 
records, ‘perhaps, than*in almost any Other 
State for the reason that our capital was 
occupied at different times by large bodies 
of men of both armies, and many of them 
were encamped on the state house square 
for days and even weeks at a time. A 
part of this time, in the winter of 1864, 
the governor had refugeed to the wilds of 
wiregrass Georgia, in the southern part 
of the state, and with him went all the 
other officers and attaches of the state 
government. They left the capitol] open 
and all records not carried away with 
them—and those carried away were but 
few and pertained almost entirely to the 
executive office—were fully exposed. In 
this way most all of the official records 
relating to the gee war have been lost.”’ 

I am very much surprised that Governor 
Candler, in his zeal to do the work as- 
signed him, should have so misstated 
some of the facts. My father was gov- 
ernor of Geergia at that time, and he did 
not refugee to the wilds of wiregrass 
Georgia in the southern part of the state, 
and take with him all of the $ther officers 
and attaches of the state government. 

When Sherman drove the entire state 
government, executive, legislative and 
judicial, out of Milledgeville very hur- 
riedly in 1864, my father moved the exec- 
utive office to Macon, Ga., and opened it 
the next day. 

My mother, with the younger children 
and servants, went alone to Montezuma, 
and thence 30 miles through the country 
to a plantation father had bought, and 
where his negroes were, and where Cor- 
dele now stands. I went with the Georgia 
cadets on the “march to the sea.” My 
father and his secretaries opened the ex- 
ecutive office in Macon, Ga., and remained 
there. Major Williams, the record clerk, 
after Sherman's forces left Milledgeville. 
helped gather up many of the scattered 
papers, as was testified to before a com- 
mittee after that time. My father kept 
the executive office open in Macon for 
over a month, and as soon as the railroad 
Was repaired, and the capitol placed in 
order, he removed the office back to Mil- 
ledgeville. He was never in the wilds of 
wiregrass Georgia but a week and that 
was about Christmas time, when he 
went down to visit mother. The remain- 
der of the time he was in his office In 
Macon or Milledgeville. as the minute 
book will show. I am surprised that an 
ex-governor of Georgia, who has been ap- 
pointed to\gather up the historical ma- 
terial of Georgia, should have made go 
serious an error, especially about a mat- 
ter where the proof was in the office over 
which he had contro! for four years. 

I sincerely hope that we will get the 
muster roll of all of the troops, but I do 
not want these rolls gotten at the expense 
of charging my father with neglect of 
duty. No qne who ever knew him could 
truthfully say that he ever shirked a re- 
sponsibility or neglected a duty.

One of Which the Boll Weevil 
Thrives — American Land — 
Speculators Are Duping 
the People. 
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By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington. April 14.—(Special.)—Some 
teresting facts about cotton: possibill-' 
ties of Cuba are presented by Mr. 
‘gchwartz, the expert, whose report ‘upon 
the preseuke of the.boll weevil in Cuba. 
‘has been referred to in these columns. 
‘yr. schwartz says that from time im- 
memorial two kinds of wild cotton have 
‘peen known in Cuba, one known as “‘kid- 
igey cotton’’ because the boll is shaped 
gomewhat like a human kidney. In this 
the seeds até so thoroughly attached to 
the cotton that if cannot be ginned and 
js therefore valueless for commercial 
| purposes. The other kind has freer seeds, 
' put jis not of much value. These cotton 
\piants grow to a height of 8 or 9 feet and 
pare veritable trees. 

“It has been the custom,” says Mr, 
Schwartz, “to plant a couple of these 
Mrees in front of the native houses or 
huts and use the cotton as needed. The 
natives ate able to spin the ¢otton from 
‘ehe kidney variety into thread, from 
‘which they make a surprising variety’ 
laf afticles they need. The boll weevil 
e¢hrives wonderfully on this kidney cotton, 
“put is not so destructive to the other 


yariety.”’ 
Look Out for Land Speculators. 
‘ gome who have studied the problem of 
exterminating this pest argue that: if 
all this kidney cotton is killed -off the 
pest will be destroyed. Mr. Schwartz 
gays-this drastic action is only specu- 
tative. He adds that experiments are 
being undertaken which will determine 
whether the pest will take to other kinds 
of cotton. Cotton from the southern 
states, including the sea island variety, 
is to be planted and the effect of the 
weevil upon it will be carefully studied.

No Close Corporations. 

Jackson, Miss., April 14.—(Special.)—At 
its sitting last evening the supreme court 
decided that the legislature has no right 
to create a self-perpetuating school board, 
or tO designate certain persons to serve 
as school trustees for a life period. The 
point was brought up in a quo warran‘o 
proceeding against the schoo} board of 
the town of Hazelhurst. In 1888 the legis- 
lature granted a special charter to the 
Hazelhufst high schools and namea thir- 
ty-two citizens of that town as trustees, 
with the power to fill vacancies.

The Georgia Saw Mill 
through Ellis, Wimbish & Ellis, attor- 
heys, of Atlanta, yesterday’ secured an 
injunction restraining the railroads from 
putting into effect the 2 cents per hun- 
dred advance in the rate on lumber ship- 
ments to the west. The injunction, which 
Was secured in Athens by Mr. Wim- 
bish, reads as follows:

COMMISSION TO INVESTIGATE. 


Having Mills West of Mississippi 
Against Action of the 
Railroads. 

Washington, April 14.—The Centra] Yel- 
low Pine Association, composed of lum- 
ber manufacturers and shippers in Mis- 
sissipfi, Alabama and Georgia, today 
filed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission a formal request for an investi- 
gation of alleged flegal advantages given 
to the manufacturers of yellow pine lum- 
ber whose mills and plants are located 
along the Rising river in Arkansas and 
Louisiana, west of the Mississippi river. 
The complaint alleges that in order to 
give these advantages over the com- 
painants in rival markets, the defendant 
roads have introduced the practice of dis- 
guising rebates given on lumber ship- 
ments through so-called ‘“‘tap line’’ divi- 
sions of freight carried. This means al- 
lowances on account of the logging rail- 
roads owned by the manufacturers and 
shippers themselves to haul logs from 
their timber lands to their various mills 

along the bines of the railroad 

“Such shippers,” the complainant al- 
leges, “are treated as carrier protante 
of the lumber manufactured from the 
logs billed out and over the same rail- 
roads. Upon the false theory that such 
shippers are e in the continuous 
interstate and iinter-carriage of their 
jumber, they are allowed and paid a sub- 
stantial portion of the freight from the 
point of shipment to the point of desti- 
nation, no matter how many lines of rail- 


roads te in the carriage. The 
so-called ‘division amounts to a re- 
bate from the regular and published tar- 


iff rates chargeable against shippers in 
general to as much as 3 cents per 100 
pounds, or $15 per carload.

Jim Howard Boasted That Governor 
Would Be Killed and Told How? 
To Shoot in Order To Hit 
a Man Who Was 
Walking. 


Frankfort, Ky., April 13.—Colonel Jack 
Chinn and W. H. Cwlton, Were among 
those who festified at today’s hearing of 
the Jim Howard case. On cross examina- 
tion Colonel Chinn. said that he was one 
of oGebel’s body guards. 

“I had been told that Goebel would 
be killed and that I would be killed,” 
said Colonel Chinn, “and I went with 
Goebel fo protect ‘him, if possible.” 

In answer to a question Colonel Chinn 
said that«-he. as well as Lillard and Goe- 
bel, were armed. Colonel Chinn said he 
‘Was warned by.Bill Lillard, of Living- 
ston, that he and Goebel were to be killed. 

W. H. Culton was asked if he knew of 
conferences held with a view of prevent- 
ing Goebel from taking his seat. The wit- 
ness said he took part In several confer- 
ences. At one, in Powers’ office, Culton 
Said Powers recommended him as chair- 
man &at a méeting in the agricultural of- 
fice. Culton said Caleb Powers warned 
the men that they were entering upen a 
dangerous undertaking, as they might be 
indicted for conspiracy if any one was 
killed, 

Plan To Murder Democrats. 


Culton said a plan was made to settle 
the Berry-Van Meter contest by shutting. 
Campbell Cantrill, South Trimble and 
other leaders in the house so that a re- 
publican majority could be left. Culton 
said Taylor Finlay and himself and others 
agreed that some member of the house 
was to “start the trouble” that was to in- 
augurage the slaughter. Culton saw Jim 
Howard at the agricultural building on 
the day Goebel was killed. 

“I was surprised to meet Howard,” said 
Culton, “‘for.I had. no idea that he was 
in Frankfort.’’

Culton said Howard told how Jack 
Chinn ran when the shot was fired and on 
being asked how he knew about it said: 

“Don't ask foo] questions.”’ 

Culton sald that Youtsey told him he 
had the “slickest scheme yet’ to kill 
Goebel and said that the scheme was to 
raige a window in Power's office and shoot 
him as he went to the senate. Culton 
also told of talking to a Dr. Johnson, who 
proposed to explode nitro-glycerine and 
kill Goebel.

New Orleans, April 14.—The first day's 
seSsion of the annual convention of the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
ended this evening without any definite 
indications as to whether or not the or- 
ganization will adopt, as its own policy, 


the aggressive hostility to union ‘abor 
methods outlined by President D. M. 
Parry in his annual report. Mr. Parry’s 


attitude on the labor question was the 
chief point of interest for the delegates, 
and it, it is declared, was the cause for 
the largest delegate representation in the 
history of the association. When Mr. 
Parry was introduced at the morning 
session he received a remarkable intend 
tron, the six hundred delegates rising and 
cheering him vigorously and repeatedly’. 
His report was immediately referred to 
committee. 

At numerous times duririg the day, in 
resolutions and in speeches, the matter 
of trades unionism came to the surface, 
tut at no time was there any test vote 
by which the attitude of the convention 
was shown. The freauent outbursts of 
applause, however, showed intense feel- 
ing on the part of the members of the 
association ahd there was every indica- 
tion that the session tomorrow after- 
noon, when the report of the resolutions 
committée will be submitted, will prove 
a lively one 

Convention Called To Order. 

The opening oftthe convention at Tu- 
jane hall this morning was made the oc- 
casion of an impressive manifestation of 
New Orleans hospitality. The local com- 
mittee had made elaborate preparations 
for the entertainment of the delegates 
and their ladies, and the arrangements 
were carried out to the entire satisfac- 
tion of the visitors. The convention hall 
was profusely decorated with the bril- 
lant flowers and foliage of the early 
New Orleans summer, and when. Vice 
President J. W. Porch, of Louisiana, 
called the convention to order scores 
of women’ residents and visitors were 
present with the dekgates. Mr. Porch, 
after welcoming the visitors in behalf of 
the commercial interests of the south, 
introduced Mayor Paul Capedevielle, of 
and Governor W. H. 
Heard, who gave hearty and eloquent 
welcome. Then came the feature of the 
day’s session, in the spirited reception 
given President Parry. The delegates 
first applauded with vigorous hand-clap- 
ping, and as the enthusiasm grew men 
and women arose or climbed on their 
chairs, cheering lustily and waving hats 
and handkerchiefs. Mr. Parry responded 
briefly and then submitted his annual 
report, dealing largely with labor con- 


ditions. 

Following the president's message, Mar- 
shall Cushing, national secretary, made 
his annual report, showing an‘ increase in 
the association’s membership for the last 
year of over one hundred per cent. 

After the luncheon recess Hamilton Car- 
hart, of Michigan, national treasurer, re- 
ported a satisfactory and improved finan- 
cial condition for the treasury. 


Post on Labor Tyrarny. 


C W. Post, of Battle Creek, Mich., 
Originator of the Post check system, de- 
livered an addréss on ‘The Tyranny of 
Trades Unions.’’ He said in part: 

‘*T am here to plead the cause of the 
white slave of today. He may be partly 
enslaved by a combination of circum- 
stances, taken advantage of by selfish 
manufacturers, although practically every 
employee is as free as air to go and come 
at his pleasure, and sell his labor where 
he likes, but the slave of a tyrannous 
labor union is in truth and in fact more 
abject than the negro slave of the past. 

“There may have beet some brital and 
tyrannous slave owners in the south, but 
I ask you if ever in all the history of ne- 
gro slavery did theré exist such @ condi- 
tion of oppression, cruelty to men; women 
and children, terror, anarchy, beatings 
and murder as now exists under the acts 
of desperate members of labor unions? 

“In the gradual] solution of the wage 
question and the establishment of the 
rights of both parties, labor unions pbe- 
came a necessity in order to curb the self- 
ishness and injustice of some manufac- 
turers, but such violent and desperate ex- 
cesses ‘have crept intd operation of the 
labor unions that common safety demands 
. a union, eliminating the faults of the 
old. 

“I protest against unnatural acts such 
as curtailment of production by manurac- 
turer, to force lower wages on the em- 
ployee, or by- strikes to force higher 
wages on the employer. The conditions 
must be produced and governed by tne 
natural law af commerce. I am decidedly 
in favor of union with all the underbrush 
cleared out A union that will help the 
people keep in work and secure the hign- 
est wages the business will stand. There 
is not one right-thinking man, whether 
union or non-union, workman or asso- 
ciated manufacturer. out will agree with 
the statement. that miserable and con- 
temptible abuses have crept into the com- 
binations of both capita) labor, a 
those abuses must be bef. 
fair treatment can be secured all round. 

“This body should proceeed at once to 
the work of organization, either by com- 
mittee or in general , Select offi- 
cers and secure a general manager of 
high grade and capable of earning a 
good salary. Paid delegates should 
be sent broadcast to the labor centers, 
there to organize local unions under the 
and ewcgaee deny’ — These 
local organizations wo Taw to them- 
selves the best workmen in the land, ' 
who are now foced to often, from fear

these two bills does not tell the Story. 
What was done that was much more 
importayt and far-reaching was to. give 
an opportune check to socialistic im- 
pulse. It is impossible to close our eyes 
to the fact that a large mass of the 
people, forgetful of the libertles and 
blessings they now enjoy, are with rest- 
less ardor striving to force the natior 
to what must eventually mean industria 
disaster, if not anarchy ‘and despotism 
“Organized labor, an army presumab)l) 
two million strong, feeling its strengt’ 
and exultant over many victories it ha, 
won, e@oncluded jast winter that the 
tinge was ripe to make congress engraft 
upon the statute books of the nation 
its sprigs of sdécialism, legalizing those 
denials of individual rights which it has 
heretofore sought to enjoin by force. 
t drew up and fathered the eight-hour 
and antli-injunction bills, the farmer of 
which could well have been entitled 
‘An act to repeal the bill of rights guar- 
anteeing the freedom of the individual,’ 
and the latter should have been termed 
‘A bill to legalize strikes and- boycotts.’ 
The introduction in- congress Of such 
measures as these and the support they 
received there and from the press and 
public can only be regarded as ominous 
manifestations of the deep-seated power 
of an organization which in late years 
has had such an insiduous growth that 
we find it dominating to a dangerous 
degree the whole social, political and 
governmental systems of the nation, 
Who can take note of the hundreds of 
strikes of the last year, of the many 
acts of aggression and ruthless viola- 
tion of principlég heretofore held “dear 
by the American people, of the subser- 
Vient and apologetic tone of many news- 
papers and pwublijc met toward those 
things, and also of the all too prevalent 
antagonism toward capital without being 
impressed with the gravity of the situa- 
tion? If organized labor had succeeded 
in getting its two bills enacted into 
law, more measures of a similar charac- 
ter would have followed close upon their 
heels and we should have found social- 
ism stealing upon us at a rapid rate. 
Calls Laborers Huns and Vandals. 


“Organized labor knows but one law, 
and that is the. law of physical force— 
the law of the Huns and Vandals, the 
law of the savage. All its purposes are 
accomplished either by actual force or 
by the threat of force. It does not 
place its reliance in reason and justice, 


but in strikes, boycotts and coercion. 
It is, in all essential features, a mob- 
power, knowing no master except its 


own will, and is continually condemning 
or defying the constituted authorities. 
The stronger it grows, the greater a 
menace it becomes to the continuance 
of free government in which all the peo- 
ple have a voicé. It is, in fact, a despot- 
ism springing into being in a midst of 
liberty-loving people. 

“In setting iteelf up as a power inde- 
pendent of the power of the state it 
does not regard itself as bound to ob- 
serve the fourteenth amendment of the 
constitution of the United States, which 
declares that no state shall] attempt to 
abridge the privileges or right of life, 
liberty and property of any citizen, 

“It has not hesitated to resort to vio- 
lence and the destruction of property to 
compel the ecceptance of its demands. Its 
history is stained with blood ard ruin. 
Many a man whose only fault was that he 
stood upon his rights has been made to 
suffer outrage and even death, and many 
an employer has been brought face to 
face with financial ruin. These wrongs 
ery unto heaven, and yet an unaroused 
public sentiment too often permits them 
to go umheeded and unpunished. 

“It now demands of the public and of 
congress the privilege to violate the laws 
forbidding violence gnd property destruc- 
tion that it may continue to maintain its 
power through terrorism. 

“It extends its tactics of coercion and 
intimidation over all classes, dictating to 
the jress to the politicians and 
strangling independence of thought and 
American manhood. | 

“It denies to those outside its ranks the 
individual right to dispose of their labor 
as they see fit—a right that is one of the 
most sacred and fundamental of Ameri- 
can liberty. 

“It holdg a bludgeon over the head of 
the employer, laying down the terms upon 
which he shall be permitted to do busi- 
ness. It says to him that he must deal 
direct with the union; that, while he shail 
Pay the men who work jn his factory, 
they shall be beholderi more to the union 
than to him for their positions’ that he 
cannot employ or discharge men without 
the indorsement and consent of the union: 


and that he must pay them the wage | 


fixed by the union, without regard to their 
individual worth or the economic ability 
of the employer to pay. ~ 

“While it seeks to compel men already 
employed in the trades to enlist under its 
banner, it at the same time seeks to pre- 
vent outsiders from entering the trades. 
It foists upon employers ruleg limiting the 
number of apprentices, some unions going

so far as to say there sha!! be no appren- 
tices. The boys from the farm now come 
to the cities and find the doors of the 
trades shut against them. While lawyers, 
doctors and men in other unorganized vo- 
cations are glad to teach young men their 
knowledge, the trades unionist refuses to 
do so, and employers are now forced te 
endow technica! schools, in the hope of 
obtaining that supply of new blood for 
their workshops which is essentia] to the 


prevention of dry rot. 


Fixing of Arbitrary Wages. 

“The fixing of a~bitrary wage scales bY 
force would resuk in no benefit to any 
class of labor if all classes adopted the 
idea. Suppose that clerks. bookkeepers. 
lawyers, doctcrs, managers, business men. 
and, in fact. all workers outside of pure 
manual labor. should organize and should 
Say that they must have such and such 
wages or so much profit, or they would go 
home and stay there. It is within the 


range of possibility that their demands 
might be acceded to. Increased wages 
and profits would thus be accorded to 


every one, according to the theory of or- 
ganized labor, and poverty would be un- 
known on the earth. What an absurd 
proposition! Arbitrary enactments and 
all the resoluting and demagogy in the 
world can never create an atom of‘wealth. 
Wealth is created by labor, capital and 
ability, working together, and there is no 
There being a 
‘imit to the possible amount of wealth 
that can be created and the needs and 
desires of men being practically unlimited 
there follows a natural conflict as to the 
relative proportion of this wealth going 
to each factor in production. When one 
class of men get a bigger share than they 
formerly received, then there is less for 
the remaining classes of men. 
ulous t6 assert, then, that a universal ap- 
pitcation of the arbitrary wage scale 
scheme would bring about anything but 
aa advance in nomigal wages, or, In Other 


‘words, a decrease in the purchasing power 


of the dollar. . Real wages would remain 
practically the same. 

“Organized labor, with characteristic 
obtusenéss, assumes that productive cap- 
ital has been seized in some piratical may- 
ner by those who possess‘ it, and that, 
therefore, it is legitimate spoils for those 
who can seize it. It ts apparently ob- 
livious to the fact that progress ts de- 
pendent upon the amount of productive 


.Capital in use, for it is capital that multt- 


plies the productive capacity of men, and 
the more wealth produced the more there’ 
is for distribution. 

“Organized labor is particularly denun- 
clatory of trusts, but what greater trust 
is there than itself? Itgis the grand 
trust of the times. It is the muscie trust, 
the trust of men who make their ining 
by manual jabor. It is to be hoped that, 
in accordance with the Nelson amend- 
ment to the department of cominerce bill, 
the govergment is turning the search- 
light of publicity on the trusts, will not 
forget organized labor. If any inetitu- 
tion needs to be exposed to the lime- 
light, it is certainly trade unionism. But 
it is not only a trust itself; it is a 
creator of other trusts—of capitalistic 
trusts, as distinguished from labor trusts. 
One of. the leading causes for the forma- 
tion of a number of the industrial com- 
binations hag been the necessity that has 
confronted employers to unite, that tae. 


exactions of labor might be more ef- 


fectively dealt with. 
“Organized labor and _ the 

party differ In one essential respect. The 
former seeks to bring about socialism 
by forcible methods, and the latter seeks 
the same end through the ballot box 
The attempts of organi labor to com- 
pel the shortening of the hours of labor 
without regard to the effect on indus- 
trial welfare, its dictation of uniform

Parry Denounces Chicago. 
As to Chicago, Mr. Parry said: 
“Trades unionism in Chicago has 


reached a point where it has become a 
menace to all decent and law-abiding 
citizens. Shocking industrial crimes are 
committed in that city in the name of 
crganized labor, but such is the paralyzed 
hand of the law that it is next to im- 
possible to bring about a conviction of 
the misguided men who seek to better 
their own condition by destroying the 
property and lives of others. This con- 
dition prevails, and it is needless for 
Chicago to deny it. The records of her 
own courts, of her own dally st 
show it. The suppressed yet in nt 
protests of her citizens have been and 
are passed by unheeded. The voice of 
public conscience is hushed from ter- 
rorization.”’ 

Mr. Parry then recited the alleged mur- 
der of five men which took place in 
Chicago “in the name of organized labor, ’ 
the victima al! being non-union men... He 
Cescribed the inability of the courts of 
justice to convict any of the murdere7s, 
because of the fear fet by jurors that 
they, “in turn, might be assassinated.” 
Mr. Parry concluded the Chicago para- 
graph with the prophesy that Chicago 
“will be in the hands of martial law in 
a very few months uniess there is an 
awakening of the civic pride cf Ciileazo 
which shall put an end to the lawihess- 
néses now throttling the city “” 

The American Federation of Labor was 
Genounced as an organization whica 
“breeds boycotters, picKeters and social- 
iste,”” and the source from whence pro- 
ceeds such noxious emanations as the 
eight-hour and anti-conspiracy bills.

City Marshal Wanted Police Badges. 
Effort Made To.Reinstate Po- 
liceman Fails—Patrolman 
Branch Resigns Under 

: Charges. 


The police board held a lively meeting 
last night, at which some important 
changes were made in rules governing 
the department. 

Hereafter no officer can relase a pris- 
oner marked ‘“‘hold’’ without the consent 
of the chief of police. 

Whenever an officer is absent and his 
place is filled by a subordinate, the sub- 
ordinate will get the game pay as the 
man whose place he is filling. 

No more new policemen will be elected 
as long as the number of supernumera- 
ries remains as high as twenty-one. 

The release of Fireman W. 8. Moseley 
by Captain Moon, of the police force, on 
a cash bond when he was marked ‘“‘hold’’ 
for prosecution in the state courts, eame 
up for investigation. Chief Ball submit- 
ted a report embracing reports from Cap- 
tains Moon and Thompson. 

Moseley had cut a street car conduc- 
tor and the arrest was made on Captain 
Thompson's watch, and as the street car 
man wanted to prosecute Moseley in the 
state courts the case was marked ‘“hold”’ 
until a warrant could be taken out. Cap- 
tain Moon came on duty afterwards and 
release] Moseley on a bond of $30 cash, 
without consulting either Captain Thomp- 
gon or the arresting officer. He claimed 
that he investigated the case and found 
that the street car not 
seriously wounded. 

The board took up the matter in ex- 
secutive session and discussed it for hadf 
an hour. 

Thought Moon Did Wrong. 

Commissioner English did not think 
Captain Moon had done right in releasing 
Moseley. Commisioner Jones agreed with 
him and uo did Mayor Howell. Chairman 
Fox did not see that Captain Moon had 
done anything but what was done fre- 
quently in the police department. 

“I don’t think that Captain Moon com- 
mitted any grave offense,” said the may- 
or, “but still what he did is not cal- 
culated to enforce discipline in the de- 
partment. Suppose the street car man 
had- died after Captain Moon released 
Moseley, why Moseley could have ¢hid- 
ped. It is not a good idea for one offi- 
cer to come along and release a prisoner 
who has bee arrested and marked 
‘hold: by another officer.”’ 

The outcome of the investigation was a 
new rule, which prohibits any subordi- 
nate officer from releasing a  prigoncr 
marked “holu without consulting the 
chief of police. 

In his report to the 
Captain Moon addressed the chief as 

~ “John W. Ball, chief. of potice."’ Other 
‘Officers always address the chief as ‘Cap- 
tain J. W. Ball. chief of police.” The; 
chief called the attention of the board 
to the fact that it would be.far the bet- 
ter discipline of the foree if there was 

a rule requiring members of the depart- 
ment to give al! officers their proper 
title. A resolution was adopted making. 
the rule asked for. 


Two Patrolmen Suspended. 


The board instructed the chief to sus- 
pend Patrolmen A. J. Tippen and T. J. 
Whitley, and arraign them for trial on 
next Friday night for borrowing money 
from a woman of disreputable character. 
Tippen borrowed $10 and Whitley $5. After 
the chief had investigated the matter the 
borrowed money was repaid. Commis- 
sioner Jones moved that the two men 
he dismissed from the force, but the 
over members of the board wanted the 
men to have a trial. 

The city marshai petitioned for police 
badges for his collectors of tax fi. fas. 
The board was opposed to granting the 
request, but finally referred the maticr 
to the cHairman with power to act. 

Cammissioner oJnes made a motion to 
pay patrolmen the salary of a 6tation 
sergeant when the patrolman is dctaiied 
to do the work of such sergeant. Mayor 
Howell amended the motion so that tke 
rule would apply to any officer doing 
the work of a superior officer. The new 
rule as amendel was adopted. 

M. B. Young petitioned the board for 
$40. the value of a cow which he iost 
and: which the police took up and sold 
for $%. The petition was referred to 
Councilman Terrell, chairman of the 
police committee. 

A Motion That Failed. 

Commissioner Day made a motion to re- 
inatate ex-Policeman Rakestraw, wiio 
Wag dropped at the last general election. 
Commissioner Johnson offered a substi- 
tute placing Rakestraw at the bottom 
of thesupernumerary list. Commissioner 
Jones said there were now 2% supernumer- 
aries who were not making their board. 
Qn-a call for the ayes and nays the. vote 
stood: For Rakestraw: Johnson, Day and 
Brotherton. Against Rakestraw: Jones, 
Fox, English and Howell. Rakestraw 
was.not reinstated. 

Detective Bill Jones, known aa the 
“Swamp Fox,’ was given a permit to 
run.a private detective bureau in the 
city. 

Patrolman James Branch was allowed 
to resign under charges. 

Commissioners Jones and Johnson and 
the chief of police were appointed a com- 
mittee with power to art to purchase 
new bicycles if any were needed. 

Chief Ball was given permission to 
leave the city to attend the annual con- 
vention of chiefs of police at New Or- 


leans.

IN BIG DEMAND 


General Corbin Is Open To 
_ Suggestion on-Military 
3 Rife. a8

patriotic citizen who possesses ideas con- 
cerning martial music should forward tlie 
same at once to Major General Corbin, 
adjutant general of the army. General 
Corbin has some ideas of his own on this 
subject, but he is open to suggestion and 
conviction. ’ 

It shoyld be explained, by way of pre- 
face, that persons forwarding suggestions 
upon this subject may do so with the full 
conviction that they will receive consid- 
eration. If not by General Corbin per- 
sonally, at least by the general staff of 
the army of which he is a member and 
will, in time, be the official head. 

Enthusiastic composers and others may 
yalso feel sure that any compositions sent 
to Washington at this time will not be 
the first of their kind that have reached 
the office of the adjutant genera! in the 
big building on the avenue.

He holds 
that more music of the right kind would 
serve as inspiration to the men wearing 
the uniforms of the military service of 
their country—especially those stationed 
at the outposts and remote camps—and, 
as his views on the subject were express- 
ed in the presence of some neWspa per 
men, the» found their way in print. 

Busy Days for Music Makers. 

Since then the composers of the coun-

Every man who can write 
music, or who thinks he can, and every 
poet who feels the thrill of patridtic in- 
spiration in his_soul Has, General Corbin 
believes, turned his attention to the man- 
ufacture of martial strains or patriotic 
odes. Each mail brings him a batch of 
precious manuscripts, each production be- 
ing accompanied by the suggestion that 
the author will deem it a special favor 
if the general will expres his opinion 
concerning the merits of the prodtiction. 

General Corbin makes the proud boast 
that he answers all communications sent 
him. The clerical force in his office 
is doubly busy just now. The general at 
first determined that all new muaic sent 
in should be played to him. but he has 
had to call off his musicians, as he is 
compelied to find time for, other work.

Cone County, Ala,, Scene of 
~ Devastation 


North of Evergreen Whole Family 
Annihilated by Collapse of Home. 
Six Persons Killed and 
Others Injured at 
Peterman. 


Evergreen, Ala., April 14.—A _ terrific 
wind, rain and hail storm passed over the 
western portion of Conecup county last 
evening, resulting in the death of three 
persons.

chimp of trees the storm overtook them, 
the wifNd uprooting the trees, which fell 
across the wagon, crushing all three of 
the occupants to Cceath. 

Much damage is reported to growing 

crops. Hail stones feii as large as hens 
eges. 
News has just teached here by tele- 
phone confirming the rumors of appalling 
doss of life and property in the neighbor- 
hood of Peterman and Burnt Corn, 
wrought by the tornado which passed 
near there yesterday. 

Ten persons are known to have been 
killed and numerous barns, residences, 
fences and outhouses were swept away, 
entailing a loss which will reach high in 
the thousands. On account of the bad 
condition wire communication is  de- 
layed and the only name that could be 
obtained of the dead is that of Salter. 

Several residences were completely de- 
molished, the timbers falling on the oc- 
cupants, killing and injuring all within 
them. It will probably be several days 
before the accurate list of the casualties 
can be gotten, as there is no telegraphic 
or railroad connection.

TRADE COMBINE 
AGAINST WEST 


That Subject Broached al 
European Congress, 


Some Members Favor Trade War 
with the United States, But Oth- 
ers Believe That Such a Step 
Woula Be Extremely 
Futile. 


Rome, April 14.—At today’s session of 
the European agricultural congress, 
Count Loweitz presented and explained 
his proposition for an European zolliver- 
ien, adding that he wished Europe to de- 
fend herself not only against the United 
States, but against all. other non-union’ 
countries. He also wished to find a prac- 
tical means of securing an early commer- 
cial union of the European countries. 

Signor Luzzatti, who has been three 
times Italian minister at the treasury and 
who is considered the highest Italian au- 
thority on questions of commemrce, ¢x- 
pressed astonishment that in the presence 
of the high tariffs just voted by Germany 
and Switzerland and the tariff now being 
prepared by Austro-Hungary, any one 
dare suggest an European customs unisn 
to oppose American competition. Is there 
hope for an European agreement, he 
asked. before declaring war on the United 
States. 

It would be ridiculous to threaten war, 
he said, without an understanding among 
allies. A renewal of the present treaéies 
was difficult. Signor Luzzatti asked the 
responsibility for the much-condemn2d 
trusts lies on America or on Europe. 

“T shall support those states,’’ he ex- 
claimed, “who have no representative 
here to demonstrate that their sins are 
not worse than ours. Let us abandon the 
idea of an European league against any 
one and advocate a conference of the rep- 
resentatives of the whole world to take 
measures against the trustS and leagues 
which are perturbing the natural equi- 
librium of the markets.’’ 

M. Meline declared that it was impossi- 
ble to establish the same duties through- 
out Europe which had _ such different 
products and needs. 

“America is such an entransatnae’ 
country,” he said, “that I am frightened 
when I think what she may become when 
she has reached the height of her de- 
velopment. -But if some American prod- 


ucts threaten us, others are absolutely in- 


dispensable to us.’’ 


YANKEE CITIZENS ABROAD 
CAUSE LOTS OF TROUBLE 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, Alpril 14.—(Special.)—Inter- 
a@sting correspondence between United 
States Minister J. T. Sampson, at WBcua- 
dor, and Secretary of State John Hay, on 
the issuance of passports to naturalized 
citizens of the United States, who con- 
tinually reside abroad, have no inter- 
ests in this country and who use their 
American citizenship as a means of com- 
mercial advantage and protection, is con- 
tained in the volume of ‘Foreign Rela- 
tions of ihe United States,” just publish- 
ed by the state department. 

“One of the most difficult experiences 
the representative of the United States 
has,’’ Minister Sampson says, in ‘his first 
letter to Secretary Hay, “is to determine 
what are the rights of certain claimants 
to American citizenship. It is a well 
know fact that there are many instances 
or persons claiming citizenship who have 
been living abroad for many years, are 
claiming the protection of the United 
Siates, but discharging none of the du- 


ties of citizenship and in many instances 


of no honor to the nation while al) their 
scheming is to avoid all obligation’ to 
and claim all exémptions possible from 
duties to the country in which résiding. 
(I know of a case in which a naturalized 
subject has resided for over forty years 
in the land of his nativity, without ever 
visiting the United States and cannot 
now speak.a word of English.) 
They Protest Greatly. 

“Such persons make it a\religious duty 
to sign the register of American citizens 
in the United States legation or consul- 
ate each succeeding two years and pro- 
fess great admiration for the Stars“and 
Stripes and sigh for the day to speedily 
come when they can once more be ‘at 
home in the best country in the world,’ 
(always saying, ‘I hope i ntwo or three 
years’ more.’) Some such persons are 
engaged in merchandising. You may en- 
ter and inspect their large stock of goods 
and not find a dollar’s worth that hag 
been purchased in the United States. In 
many instances they have amassed for- 
tunes, but not one dollar of it increases 
the wealth of the United States; and yet 
it seeks the protection of the same, In 
prominent letters over the front doors 
are seen the words ‘American property.’ 
Thus in every possibie way and by re- 
peated assertions they claim American 
citizenship, and if an official representa- 
tive of the United States dare cestion

True, 
there are those who reside abroad for 
many years who are engaged in some 
business or enterprise that will advance 
the interests of American commefce or 
manufactures, and who fully intend to 
return to the United States to resume the 
duties of citizenship as soon as a cer- 
tain result has been Accomplished. Such 
persons are entitled to proper recogni- 
tion, One ‘not onthe grownd’ may be 
ready fo say it is an easy matter to de- 
termine between the two classes.”’ 
Suggests Law Should we Changed. 
Minister Sampson goes on to say that in 
view of these facts it is important that 
some more definite rules should be laid 
down so that uniformity of recognition 
of citizenship rights in all courtries may 
be the same. 
if congress would go dmend the law as 
to provide that only the setfrétary of state 
Shall haye the power™to issue passports, 


but provided that diplomatic representa- | 


tives abroad might have'’the power to 
verify a passport, once only, to hold good 
not to exceed two years. This would, he 
Says, enable the holder of the passport to 
make an application to the state depart- 
ment for a reissue. Continuing Minister 
Sampson says: 

“The results of the late Spanish-Ameri- 
can war have aq eloped another class of 
cases. A citizen’ of Porto Rico, for ex- 
ample, was in Ecuador nodding a regu- 
larly issued Spanish passport when Porto 
Rico became a part ofthe United States. 
He at once professed great admiration for 
the United States and declared he would 
henceforth be an American citizen. Next 
he applied for registration as such and 
asked for a passport.”’ 

No Charice for Him. 

Attention is called by Minister Sampson 
to the fact that under the laws of the 
United States there was no way‘to issue 
a passport to the man, for he is not 
either native born or naturalized, but a 
citizen (if at all) by national treaty. He 
was not from the United States and never 
emigrated there, and was not even in 


Porto Rico after ‘it became a part of: 


the United States.

This afternoon the grand jury came 
into court and asked for information. The 
foreman said: 


“It has come to our knowledge that 
certain cases of smuggling haye oc- 
curred. We have asked the @istrict at- 
torney about the matter, and he refused 
to bring up the matter, allegi that he 
had received certain instructions. We 
now ask the judge if we have a right to 
information in spite of the district at- 
torney’s refusal.’ 


‘Judge Holt had prepared a _ written 
charge, the reading of which caused a4 
sensation. He said in part: 


‘When you were empanneled at the be- 
ginning of the term you swore that you 
would make a diligent inquiry into, and a 
true presentment of such matters given 
to you or which might othefwise come to 
your knowledge touching viol&tions of the 
statutes of tfe United States, and that 


you would make no presentment through | 


envy, hatred, favor, affection, or reward, 
or through ho ts thereof. You could not, 
if you desired, escape from the obliga- 
tions of your oath by heeding thé in- 
structions of any one. The honored pres- 
ident of the United States could pardon, 
but he could not interfere. If you be- 


lieve that any one had given instructions | 


tending to prevent the fullest investiga- 
tion into the commission of a crime in 
the United States, and the returning of 
an indictment if the evidence, so war- 
rants, then you should be inspired by an 
additional determination to do your duty. 
The court has knowledge of the instruc- 
tions to which the district atterney al- 
ludes. It is proper to say that it is my 
oT nion tnat t ere 1as ®e@n nd Nnten. o1 
the judicial domain.”

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. | 


New York, April 14.—-The downward 
course of stock prices was turned today 
by the influential support in the face of 
continued heavy liquidation at the open- 
ing. When the heavy ‘outpouring of 
stocks was once stopped the bears began 
to look about for stocks to cover their 
short contracts. In the early stages of 
the recovery this was done in a very 
leisurely and findifferent manner, but 
toward the end of the day the buying for 
bear account to cover became decidedly 
urgent. The turn against the short ac- 
count was furthered by the circulation 
of a rumor just before the close that 
several alternative” plans of reorganiza- 
tion for the Northern Securities Com- 
pany had been devised and would be 
laid before the authorities at Washing- 
ton with the purpose of compromising 
the gOvernment’s suit against the com- 
pany by arranging a status to conform 
with the law and thus avoid an appeal 
of the case to the supreme court... As 
soon as this story could be brought to 
the attention of the dominant power in 
the Northern Securities Company it was 
promptly denied, but this denial did not 
reach the floor of the stock exchangee 
before the close, so that the alarm of 
the bears was unallayed. Previous to 
that time there was a marked decrease 
in‘the volume of business, as prices ad- 
vanced and little inelination to follow 
the advance on “the part of the buyefs. 
The tone jof the market during the 
opening struggle between the two spec- 
ulative parties om the,exchange was 
extremely feverish and irregular, the 
bidding up of, prices eing constantly 
met with heavy selling, while at the Wde- 
clines the buying orders were executed 
with .increasing determination. A sub- 
stantial recovery in Northern Securities 
on the ¢urb at the opening anda sub- 
sequent relapse to near last night's level 
had quick sympathetic response on the 
stock exchange and a final recovery to 
about 98 made the steadier tone of spec- 
ulation on the exchange. Final prices of 
the principal active stocks were from 1 
to over 2 points above last: night.
